LIBRARY EMPLOYEES SALARIES 
It seems quite appropriate that the li- 


brary board should sgain brinp np the 
mattfr of salary- increases at its meeting 
Tuesday ovcuinsr. with the idea of re-con- 
s-iderinj: the action taken at a previous 
meet in jr -when the assistant librarian's 
salary was inorenW S60.00 a month and 
placed on an equal basis with tiat 01 the 
librarian. 


Viewed from a purely business stand- 


point, this unusual action of placing the 
salaries or both librarian and her as- 
sistant upon the same basis does not con- 
form -with the method used in running 
institutions and businesses, either public 
or private. A manager is regarded as a 
better paid individual than his assistant 
;md this holds trne almost universally. 


Why our library board should create 


like salaries for the librarian and her as- 
sistant is a matter of public concern, as 
it is public monies with which this insti- 
tution is supported. 


If the assistant librarian is to receive 


the same salary as that of the librarian 
ir indicates either one or two things. One 
is the reflection upon the ability and 
com- 


petency of the present librarian. The 
other is that the assistant librarian is be- 
ing paid too much in comparison with 
other salaried employes of the library. 


The present librarian was, however, en- 


gaged after most thorough investigation. 
Tier ability and qualifications were found 
10 be of the highest type, and she was 
elected unanimously for the position. 


Seemingly then in order to be consist- 


ent the library board must seriotisly re- 
consider its earlier action and either now 
increase all salaries among library em- 
ployees except that of the assistant li- 
brarian or reduce tie salary of the assist- 
ant librarian to a point more nearly in 
comparison with the rank of the position 
occupied. It must be remembered that 
vested in the librarian, as in the manager 
of any other institution is the responsibili- 
ty that makes for the success or failure of 
that institution. This responsibility should 
be recognized by the library board, the 
same as> by the board of directors of any 
»th«r business institution. 


An increase in salaries all along the 


Jme with the one exception must be care- 
fully considered as to its reference to the 
budget allowed for maintaining the libra- 
ry. Extravagant increases in salaries are 
bound to impair the efficiency of other 
Vranches of the library. Books cannot be 
purchased without sufficient funds and all 
monies spent for salaries orer and above 
what should 
IK- adequate for a city the 


size of Appleton will detract from the 
work of the library in other directions. 


Surely the board cannot pass the mat- 


ter by without some further action and still 
meet with public approval. It most at 
least rccotrnize that one salary is too bipjk 
in comparison and another at SnO.fO a 
month is much too lo\r when considered 
by the same analysis. It is to be hoped 
1hat tho committ^ appointed for the pur- 
pose of investigating the situation and sal- 
aries in other cities will have a practical so- 
lution for th<^ present situation to present 
at tli'1 nfxj meeting of the library board.

They all took the gain when 
prices went up and now they are push- 
ing the loss on tho back of the retailer.
